‘Someone has cynically remarked that dis- 
cussion of war aims and post-war reconstruc~ 
tion is being used by many persons as an 
alibi for not doing something more active in 
winning the war. There may be some truth 
in this so far as the arm-chair critics are 
concerned, but only the most short-sighted 
‘can honestly support such a belief when the 
‘magnitude of the problems which will face 
the world ‘when the war is over is con- 
sidered. ‘The peace which followed the war| 
fof 1914-18 was unfortunately based upon an 
insuMcient ‘realization of ‘the foundations

wars” had failed of its purpose. It has been 
contended that, far from ending wars, the 
peace multiplied the potential causes of new 
wars, That may be going too far.

J. S. NEUTRALITY ACT 


Sept. 26. 
If the roports current in Washington, to 
the effect that President Roosevelt intends to 
‘ask Congress to repeal the Neutrality Act, 
prove to be correct it will not be at all sur- 
prising. It need not mean that the United 
States would intervene in this war any more 
than she is doing at the present, but it would 
clear the way for sterner action, should the 
‘Situation develop in such a manner as to 
make that necessary. Some of the legislators 
appear to be reluctant to go the whole 





distance towards repeal, and~suggest that 
important.amendments are more likely, but, 
whichever view ultimately prevails, ‘it is, 
clear that public opinion in the United States 
Is growing stronger in favour of modifying 
American neutrality legislation, and bringing , 
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{it more Into line with actualities. Senator 
Tom Connally ‘has pointed out that. the 
supposition that if Amerlean vessels kept out 
of combat zones they would be free. from 
Sttack as ‘proved ‘completely. lusory, as 
shown by the sinking of the Robin Moor and 
‘the attack on the US. destroyer Greer. 

‘The fact of the matter is that it is quite 
impossible for the United States to maintain 
neutrality ina struggle ‘which involves. the 
Safety of the western hemisphere from the 
‘world-wide ambitions of the Nazis. Recent

ho real safety for any vessel no matter what 
Hs nationality. Indeed the only really ‘sate 
waters are those which are so far distant as 
hot to be easily ‘reachable ‘by enemy. sub- 
Marines or aeroplanes, ‘That being. 20," the 
decision on the part of the United States to 
convoy. and arm thelr merchant, vessels. is 

erfectiy understandable, Tt is but fitting 
That “they "should be ‘equipped to defend 
thonigelves against the acts of piracy of which 
the Germans are already guilty and of which 
more may be expected. 

Tt is to be expected that when the matter 
comes before Congress the dyed-in-the-wool 
olationists ‘will do thelr utmost to prevent 
any" alteration Inthe neutrality legstation. 
‘Gthers. who might have been opposed to Tt, 
‘will undoubtedly accent the establishment of|

ALLIED RESOLUTION 
Sept. 26. 

‘The conference of representatives of the 
Allied Governments at war with Nazism has 
unanimously adopted the principles _en- 
uneiated in the declaration signed by Pro- 
sident Roosevelt and Mr. Winston Churchill, 
the Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, 
during thelr Atlantic meeting, and has started 
the work of reconstruction by approving a 
resolution which sets out under four head~| 
ings the most urgent tasks to be tackled when 
peace is restored, The way has now been 
cleared for experts to work out details of 
‘what will be needed. No information has| 
yet been received as to the nature of the 
iscussions which will follow. But from the 
character of the four paragraphs of the re- 
solution adopted, it may be deduced that 
‘the work will be divided into two sections: 
that requiring immediate attention, and that 
which takes the long view and envisages a 
world in which co-operation will take the| 
place of unfriendly rivalry, and which, even 
at the cost of some sacrifice to individual 
nations, will hold out the hope that never: 
‘again will there be even a threat of any 
catastrophe similiar to that with which peace~ 
Toving peoples have been over-taken. Pa 
agraphs one, two, and four of the re- 
solution can be summarized as preparing the 
‘way for co-ordination of the supply of food 
stulfs, raw materials, and prime necessities 
to the countries now ‘occupied by the Nazis; 
to organize a pool of resources for the period. 
of ‘transition “from war to. peace; and to 
prepare-estimates of the needs of each nation, 
‘with thelr order of priority, ‘This last clause, 
it will be seen, is an elaboration of para- 
graphs one and two; without it the co- 
ordination of supplies and the pooling of 
resources might be made usele: 

‘Paragraph three, while covering the im- 
mediate needs, also extends over a wider’ 
field. It expresses the readiness of all the 
Allies to collaborate to the fullest extent of 
their power in meeting the most urgent 
demands of reconstruction, and implies also 
a willingness to continue ‘that collaboration 
atter the immediate needs have been satisfied, 
and the. world is enabled to sit back among 
‘the tidied ruins of its old environment and 
plan something new—something whose! 
foundation will be firm enough to withstand 
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document pledging themselves “to live happil 
ver utter fin sealiztion that adjustinente 
Will not be as simple a3 this, the Allies are 
Fortunate in having to gulde,them the ex= 
etlences of the “vintef-war™ years.” The 
Aisillusionments of those years are sill with 
fs.

has been proved. 


Three reservations, which merit 
the title, may be noted in the London con- 
versations. The first was by the Netherlands 
‘and concerned the co-ordination of food and 
‘other supplies to the Allied nations. With 
great foresight the Netherlands Government 
‘commenced organizing supplies for their own 
people some time ago, and quite naturally 
do not wish any co-ordinated scheme to 
interfere ‘with the working of their own. 
Paragraph two of the resolution, however, 
covers this fear, stating “that while each of| 
the Aled Governments and authorities will 
primarily responsible for making provi 

for the economle needs of its own peoples, 
their respective plans should be co-ordinated 
in the spirit of inter-Allied collaboration. . 
Which means to say that while there is every 
desire to encourage rehabilitation by ine 
dividual governments, there is a danger 
which all would wish fo avoid that individual 
rehabilitation may. tend to be at the expense 
of the whole. The second reservation con~ 
serned the wording of the Atlantic Charter— 
“They wilt endeavour, with due respect to 
their existing obligations, to further the en- 
Joyment by ‘all states, great or small, victor 
‘or vanquished, of access, on equal terms, to 
the trade and to the raw materials of ‘the 
world..." 

Minis implications 
of the words which are here stressed in italic 
type, and reminded the conference that after’ 
the ‘last war “existing obligations” were 
allowed to assume such importance that they 
became a serious obstacle in the path of 
international trade. ‘The warning is one for 
which the conference should be grateful, 
though the statement made in Point Five| 
of the Charter, the “desire to bring about 
the fullest collaboration of all nations in the 
‘economic field.” might be construed to meet 
it. Last of the reservations was made by 
the Soviet Russian representative who, white 
voting for the resolution, reserved the right 
to put forth certain proposals for equal re- 
presentation on the controlling board of re- 
construction and ‘suggested that plans and 
Proposals should be submitted to the various 
Fovernments. for their observations. before 
they were submitted to the Allied conference. 
His motives are understandable. M. Maisky, 
as Ambassador to Britain, would not have 
the same plenipotentiary powers as most of 
































even the most subtle undermining. “Tt must 
not be imagined that the Allies will have to 
do little more than clasp hands and sign a 
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courses of action of which they might 
eventually disapprove. ‘These reservations 
‘cannot be term ny way rifts in the 
‘Allied unity, but show that the problems 
‘of the future are being approached with 
proper realism. 

















JAPAN AND THE AXIS 


Sept. 27. 

‘Today, the first anniversary of the signing 
of the ‘Tripartite Pact with Germany and 
Ttaly, will be modestly celebrated in Japan, 
where the Press declare that the day will be 
‘a deeply significant one. Its claim, however, 
that Japan has benefitted by it, 
Japanese Government should ‘make greater 
efforts towards strengthening Axis relations, 
‘and the construction of new orders in Europe 
and East Asia will be regarded with a great 
‘degree of scepticism. So also will the further 
statement that Germany and Italy have re- 
cognized Japan as the dominant Power in 
East Asia, whereas the Democratic Powers 
have not,’ That statement is true, but, re- 
‘alizing the policies of Hitler and Mussolini, 
it is perfectly-plain that they have made that 








‘and that there may be no greater quality of 
permanence about it than there have been in 
so many of their other commitments, “Hitler 
would do anything to get Japan into this 
war on his side, but whether Japan would get 
anything out of an Axis victory is entirely 
another matter. 

Wherein Japan has benefitted trom align- 
ing herself with the Axis it is more than 
difficult to see. If the permeation through- 
out the whole of Japan of German fifth 
columnists is to be regarded as such, then it 
must be that the Japanese Press is casily 
satisfied. The fact is that Japan through 
their intrigue is being just as deeply in- 
fluenced as other countries unfortunate 
enough to be rather closer to Germany, and 
the fact is that she is being subjected to 
precisely the same treatment as the Balkan 
‘countries and Iraq and Iran. Through their’ 
influence with the military extremists a ten- 
‘sion has been brought about in the Pacific 
which need never have arisen. Japan has 
been persuaded to adopt policies which have 
alienated the friendships of Great Britain and. 
the United States and led to developments: 
which have rendered the economic situation 
of the country worse than at any time in 
its history. 
more tragic should the counsels of the fifth 
[columnists continue to prevail, while if they 
Sueceed in involving Japan in warfare the 
results may be catastrophic for her. As it 
is, at the present time Japan is actually losing 
by her adherence to the Axis. ‘The reduction 
of her export trade must ‘be costing her 
millions of yen monthly, and she can only 
stop that by taking the only step which will 
‘serve her interests, namely, entirely dis- 
‘associating herself’ from ‘the Axis. Her 
shipping is laid up, her best markets are 
closed to her and all because a few extremists 
Influenced by Germans believe that Germany 
will dominate the’ Allies in a few months. 
‘That she is most unlikely to do. 


Tt has been pdinted out before, but the 
fact needs to be emphasized, that the-economie 
interests of Germany and Japan, two highly: 
Industrialized countries are directly opposed. 
Ue the Japanese, Government think for one 
moment that in the event of an Axis victory 
they would have exclusive recourse tu the 
riches of the Netherlands East Indies they 
fare greatly mistaken. German industries

Of course there are Michaelmas daisies; 
but there is also the Michaelmas goose. ‘That 
bird is as closcly connected with this day 
as young ducks and green peas are with 
dinner on Easter Sunday. Why that should 
be so is not clear, but probably because geese 
in Britain are supposed to be at their prime’ 
at ‘this time of the year. Anyhow, for’ 
centuries tenants presented their landiords: 
with fine geese, probably for the purpose 
‘of keeping in thelr good books. So on 
September 29 when the rent was being paid 
the landlord watched the arrival of his 
tenants.to see if each carried a fine white 
bird under his arm. Too many tenants meant 
too many geese, but perhaps landlords did 
not mind that, for they were always saleable. 
Gascoigne, who died in 1577 refers to the 
eating of geese at Michaelmas as a very 
common custom: — 


‘At Christmas a capon, at Michaelmas a) 


goose 
‘And somewhat clse at New Yere's tide, 
For feare the lease files loose 
How exactly these geese were cooked is not 
presently ascertainable, but, considering sone 
of the wilder dishes which graced the 
English board in those days, it might now 
be regarded as a very formidable item of 
‘the menu. 

‘The popular story is that Queen Elizabeth 
was responsible for associating the bird with 
the day, ‘The legend is that while on her’ 
way to Tilbury Fort on September 29, 158 
she stopped over at the. seat of Sir Neville 
‘Umfreyville, and at dinner partook of goose. 
Afterwards calling for a bumper of Burgundy, 
she gave the toast “Death to the Spanish 
“Armada.” Scarcely had she got the words 
‘out of her mouth when a messenger galloped 
up, and anno ‘the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet by a storm, ‘The Queen, who 
apparently carried her liquor well, called’ 
for another bumper,—all round, it is to be 
presumed, and on the house at that—and 
Sald “Henceforth shall a goose commemorate 
this great victory.” Now that is a good 
story, especially of Queen Bess “neck 
Jarge’ quantities of Burgundy, a very suitabl 
accompaniment for the rich bird, but like 
German propaganda it does not happen to 
be true, ‘The awkward facts are that the 
‘Armada was dispersed by the winds in July,

U.S. PRESIDENT’S POSITION 


By Smimisontax. 

‘The dual system of government in the 
United States provided for in the Constitu- 
tion, the division. of powers between. the 
President and the Congress, was well illu 
strated by the two most important events of 
‘the Summer, ‘These two events were the 
Atlantic meeiing between Mr. Roosevelt and. 
‘Mr, Churchill and the narrow one vote ma- 
jority by which the House agreed that the 
United States should continue to have an 
adequate army. At the very time the heads 
of the British and American Administrations! 
‘were in conference to: decide on increased 
efforts “to check Axis aggression Congress 
very" nearly passed” what would have 
amounted to.a:vote of no confidence in'the 
President and his Foreign’ policy. 

"The vote called attention to the fact that 
while the ‘President as far as the outside 
world is concerned speaks for the United 
States he cannot speak for it in the same 
comprehiensive way as ean’a Prime Minister| 
under the Parliamentary system, ‘The Ameri~ 
ean system does not necessarily weaken a 
Presidential promise or proposal. in some 
‘cireumstances it might even be considered an 
clement sof strength. ‘The President has 
powers of his own’ tinder’ the Constitution 
Sistinet from those of Congress. He has a 
Wwell'defined and broad field of action in 
Which he can’ choose his own ‘course and 
~ proceed either ‘with or without Congres- 
Hlonal approval. Congress could by -over= 
wheiming majorities pass a resolution urging|

‘war for example the voice of the Administra~ 
tion was raised in favour of those nations 
which kept the principles of international law, 
while the voice of Congress declared that 
treaty breakers and treaty Keepers, ag- 
gressors and. vietims must. be treated ‘alike, 
‘The President as the executive agent of 
Congress had to carry out its wishes but 
when confronted with matters which could 
be dealt with under his own independent 
constitutional authority he could, follow an 
entirely different course, ‘The outside world 
has frequently misunderstood the American 
system and has as a consequence been 
misled in its judgments of what could and 
eould not be expected from the United 
States. 








‘The eight point peace programnie, signed 
by President Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill 
charts a course for the future which | the 
President can follow within, his own sphere 
of responsibility whatever Congress may do. 
‘The President cannot bind his successors but 
‘Administration foreign policy has "more 
chances of being carried on into a succeeding 
administration than Administration domestic| 
policy. Any President must rely on his per- 
Imanent State Department officials and the 
Department has a corporate personality with 
fixed inclinations which any occupant of the 
White "House ‘must heed. The interesting 
polnt therefore is whether the President has 
Committed himselt (as distinct from having 
‘committed the United States) fo a more pro-

Looking at recent world history from long 
range it might be said that its chief stabiliz— 
ing Influence has been the British Flect and 
the knowledge that this powerful instrument 
would be used to back up British diplomacy. 
‘The British fleet, to use the American phrase, 
acted as world policeman. ‘The United States, 
it has always been insisted in the past, should. 
never act as: world policeman, But it has 
Tong been clear that the British alone could 
not and'should not bear the sole burden and 
‘responsibility for upholding international law 
and opder. It made little difference to the 
Aeneral situation when part of the control over 
the British policeman was taken from Lon- 
don and lodged in Geneva. ‘The active aid of 
the United States was still needed to sup- 
press International lawlessness, This active 
did has now been assured in so far as Pre~ 
sident Roosevelt himself is concerned and. 
there. is every reason ‘for supposing it has: 
also been assured for his successors. It is 
a. strictly limited assurance, confined to the 
President's powers alone, but these powers 
fare considerable and in the past they have 
only: been used to a very minor degree (0: 
fulfl the function of what might be termed. 
policing the ‘world.

‘These Presidential commitments (it is im- 
portant to, keep in mind the word Presidential 
and not speak of them as “American” com: 
mitments) are contained in Point, six and’ 
Point cight.. In Point six the’ President, with 
‘Mr, Churchill, expresses his ‘hope to see es 
tablished a peace which will afford to all 
nations the means of dwelling in safety with- 
in their own boundaries”, In point, eight 
two elements which must be present if this. 
peace Is fo be established are stated. The 
‘world is suffering today from the’ aggressive 
Aetions ‘of certain nations. fore, “the 
Gisarmament of such nations is essential”. 
‘But the disarmament of aggressor nations is 
not presented as the sole requisite. Tt must 
be followed by “a wider and permanent sys- 
tem of general security”. ‘The President in 
offering this second suggestion i8 obviously 
hot presenting it as something which applies 

fo every country but the United States, The 
Teast he is promising is that the Presidential 
‘ppwers which he holds will be used in co- 















operation with other countries to keep the 
peace of the world. ‘That. pledge, limited 
Though it may be, is an advance of consider- 
able importance. Moreover the fact that i 
is limited means that It has more chance of

‘gressional sanction, President Roosevelt sent

its information, ‘but no Congressional. en= 
dorsement was asked for or was necessary. 
"President Roosevelt told Congress that the 
ight point declaration of principles was 
Goal which is worth while for our type ‘of 
ivilization {0 seek”.

‘Senator Johnson of California, the veteran 
isolationist leader, took the view that the 
jeight point “declaration did constitute an. 
alliance. If there is an agreement in @ 
‘written instrument with a belligerent anda 
hope of a certain character expressed, it will 
bbe’ necessary, to do whatever is necessary 
fo be done to make that hope come true, 
and the force of the United States must be 
Used for the purpose of carrying on war to 
effectuate “that purpose, Senator” Johnson 
insisted. - Senator’ Taft rounded off ‘the de- 
bate by remarking, T have been puzzled by 
the nature of the joint Declaration and 
wanted to be sure that T understood the 
majority leader when he said. that it is 
merely a statement of policy of the Presid 
ent’s policy—or such policy as he, as Pre-| 
sident, may properly enunclate but it does 
not impose an obligation in any way on the 
United States Government, Senator Barkley 
emphasized once again in ‘his reply that tho 
Declaration ‘constituted a hope and not a 
‘commitment.

‘The President was 
the head of a country still legally neutral 
‘and Mr, Churchill the head of a country

crushed. ‘The British for two years had 
shown their readiness to: use military means 


was willing to do anything short of war. 
‘The President by his meeting with Mr. 
Churchill showed his hostility to Hitler even 
though the country was not engaged in 
hostilities with him. This demonstration of 
hostility was not criticized clther. 

‘The effort in some quarters to make more 
out of the Atlantic meeting than was jus- 
tifled made it necessary to minimize it in 
the “United States somewhat more than it 
need have been. Once the distinction has| 
been drawn between the President's powers| 
jand the powers of it’ becomes 
almost an insult to the President to main- 
tain that the eight point declaration is 
merely a pious wish for the future, Sig. 
natures are not put to paper in so lis 
hearted a manner. ‘The President on his; 
own behalf has made a pledge. He has not 
committed the Government, for the Gov- 
ernment consists of President and Congress, 
but he has committed himself to a definite 
policy of collaboration with Britain in, first, 
bringing about the downfall of Hitler and 
then helping her in the reconstruction period 
which will follow.

Generally speaking, plants 
have at their disposal means ‘of defence only : 
there ‘are ‘some ‘that capture insects and live 
fon their juices, but we can leave these for the 
me ‘being. First of all, there are the plants 
that are protected by poison, these develon pole 
Son in order to protect foliage, stems, fruit and 
flowers and. while some develop chenical com- 
pounds that ‘are fatal to animals, they are, at 
the same time, harmless to" many, ingects' of, 
fat any Yate, they do not act in quite ‘the same 
Way in"all’ cases.
